army of mosquito-eating bats, several 


thousand strong, will be turned loose 


in San Antonio next month. 
If, as 
has been predicted for it, the army 
succeeds in crippling seriously the ac­ 
tivities of the 
germ-laden 
mosquito 
population, many other cities may fol­ 
low San Antonio’s example and estab­ 
lish their "municipal bat roosts." 
Dr. C. A. R. Campbell, 
who 
has 
made a special study of bats, is re 
sponsible for San Antonio's bat roost 
The institution came 
into 
existence 
last spring. 
It was not a success in 
its first year, owing to the fact that 
it was established late in the spring, 
and its population was not num erous 
enough. 
This spring there is a large 
army of bats on hand and it is expect­ 
ed to get an early start. 
Dr. Campbell says that one bat in 
the course of a single day will eat one 
thousand 
mosquitoes. 
He 
expects 
hordes of mosquitoes to perish daily, 
and th at by the end of the Sumne r 
the pestiferous insects will be almost, 
if not entirely, missing from this lo­ 
cality. 
The flight of the bats 
will 
begin 
about February 15 and from then un­ 
til April 30 they will fly 
about 
all 
night long, trailing 
and 
devouring 
mosquitoes. 
Dr. Campbell says that 
the more m alaria, typhoid and other 
germs a mosquito carries the bettor 
the bat relishes it. 
After April 30 the bats grow less 
hungry and more sleepy. 
By the end 
of July their flight totals only about 
two hours. 
Soon thereafter the sea­ 
son for baby bats arrives. 
A neighboring city having w ritten 
to Dr. Campbell asking him to get rid 
of 
mosquitoes, 
he 
replied, "Breed 
bats." 
Then he got another letter in­ 
quiring, "But when you’ve got rid of 
the mosquitoes, how do you get rid cf 
the bats?"

Paris, Jan. 20.—“Paradoxical as it 
may seem, Paris wants to laugh. 
It 
is 
longing 
for 
amusement anti its 
fondness for the theater is again in 
evidence, amusing plays particularly 
being sought." 
Adolph Brisson, dra­ 
matic editor of Le Temps, thus de­ 
scribes the attitude of the theater­ 
going public at this stage of the war. 
"What the people like most at the 
film shows are not the finest pictures 
which represent in their living reality 
the work of our soldiers, which gives 
them a vision of the battlefield. 
Nat­ 
urally they are interested, but much 
less than in the developments of a 
‘thriller’ or a farce. 
It is impressed 
by the celebrity of an Italian poet and 
admires the lines he has written for 
a cinematograph representation. How­ 
ever, its real pleasure is in viewing 
the antics of several French and Eng­ 
lish ‘movie* comedians. 
These exer­ 
cise an irresistible attraction. It wants 
to lauhg. 
It is very fond of the re­ 
vues, light songs and sketches. It has­ 
tens to one of the theaters where an 
uproarious, 
before-the-war 
farce 
is 
now being played, and this is true of 
other playhouses where light come­ 
dies and revues are given. 
It seems 
as if Paris of other days is trying to 
emerge from its gloom, and it would 
voluntarily fill the night bars and res­ 
taurants if the chief of police would 
allow them to reopen. Whether or not 
one approves this desire to return to 
normal habits of living, or whether it 
offends, 
one 
must 
take note of it. 
Paris wants distraction. 
Paris wants 
to laugh. 
“The causes? 
They are multiple. 
First, without doubt a lassitude com­ 
ing from the length of events. 
The 
war seems eternal. No one dares ask 
when it will end. A prolonged impa­ 
tience 
breeds 
a dull impatience—it 
creates a need for diversion. 
While 
awaiting victory, the people say, let 
us try for the time being to forget our 
(ares, to relieve our nerve tension. 
Let us take an hour of truce. 
The 
soldiers in their dugouts devour nov­ 
els, scan comic newspapers. Are we 
prohibited from smiling at the capers 
or grimaces of our popular comedians. 
This does not prevent us from think­ 
ing of our dear absent ones. This is, 
I suppose, the state of mind, conscious 
or unconscious, of the spectator of 
1915."

bearing the notice “Foot and Mouth 
Disease” are to be seen on the bor­ 
ders of the pastures. The number of 
infected cattle slaughtered in the last 
twelve months was over 24,000. 
The appropriation for the payment 
of indemnities to breeders has been 
reduced to the almost negligible sum 
of $70,000 in the budget of 1916, but 
a bill has been 
introduced placing 
$800,000 at the disposal of the min­ 
istry of agriculture for 
the purpose 
of trying other means than slaughter 
for dealing with tho disease. 
The 
breeders are to

asked to isolate 
cattle suspected 
of 
infection while 
experiments are tried in treating the

lands on their way to and from the 
south, where they migrate to escape 
the northern winter. 
He says that 
just in those places where the wild 
geese mako a halt in their flight foot 
and mouth disease often breaks out 
apparently without cause, and he at­ 
tributes its appearance 
in 
the dis­ 
trict to the carrying of the parasites 
by the geese, which spread them on 
the soil.

Berlin, Mo., Jan. 20.— Though sev­ 
eral million iron five-pfennig pieces 
have been issued within the last two 
months, comparatively few 
of 
them 
appear in circulation. 
This leads a 
number of newspapers to declare that 
they are being withheld as souvenirs 
and that the public, in doing this, is 
defeating the very purpose for which 
the coins were issued. 
The papers insist that merely as a 
matter of patriotism the public should 
wait until after the war before at­ 
tempting to save up the new* coins, 
and declare that there will be ample 
opportunity 
to 
collect “war 
souve- 
1 nirs” when normal conditions again 
have been setablished. 
During 
approximately 
one 
month 
the small coin shortage was limited 
practically to five-pfennig pieces. Just 
as soon as the iron coins wfere issued, 
however, there arose a

ten-pfennig pieces, which today is no­ 
ticeable. 
Thus the subway corpora­ 
tion has issued an appeal to (he pub­ 
lic to buy tickets by the wholesale— 
that is to say, five, ten or twenty at 
a time— in order to relieve the small 
change shortage.

TO REBUILD DWELLING HOUSES 


Arc No Fewer Than 34.000 of Them 
In Eastern Prussia. 
Berlin, Jan. 20.— The extent of the 
devastation done by th * Russian in­ 
vasion of E ast Prussia is shown by 
the fact that no less than 34,000 dwell­ 
ing houses must be rebuilt, of which 
3,000 are in cities, and 150,000 houses 
must be equipped with furniture. 
The government has elected a spa­ 
cial commission, with its headquar­ 
ters at Koenigsberg, winch is charged 
with the duty of seeing that the ar­ 
chitecture of the newr houses is of a 
sort harmonizing with their surround­ 
ings.

The battleship will 
be about the same type as the Fuso 
and Yamashiro, which 
was

launched, and will carry tw’elve 14- 
inch 
guns 
and sixteen 6-inch guns. 
The two cruisers will have a speed of 
twenty-eight knots. 
The will proba­ 
bly be in the nature of 
light 
scout 
ships. 
Their armament has not yet 
been decided. 
The submarines will 
have a displacement of seven hundred 
tons each, a speed of eighteen knots 
on the surface and ten knots in the 
water and will carry one gun. 
Admiral Kato expressed the opinion 
that the war in Europe would not ne­ 
cessitate any considerable alteration 
in the naval armament of the great 
powers. He fully recognized, he said, 
the effectiveness of aircraft and sub­ 
marines 
as 
weapons of offense, as 
| demonstrated in the present war, but 
he believed that these facts hardly 
affected the position of the battleship 
as an engine of war. 
If the kaiser's 
warships dared not venture from their 
own sheltered waters, it was because 
of the powerful 
British 
squadrons 
awaiting them outside. 
The absence 
of any great naval engagement in Eu­ 
rope must be ascribed to the very 
great difference between the British 
and German navies.
